WASHINGTON—Lifting the Iron Curtain in Austria, and possibly 
In Germany, will not have the slightest effect upon the continued pro­ 
jection of American democracy from the front-line “show cases” of 
Vienna and Berlin. This was made crystal clear in an exclusive in­ 
terview just granted this CP correspondent by a 
kindly, silver-haired women who sparks the “Know 
America” drive from a modest office in a remote 
corner of the vast building of the State department.

We are skinning our knuckles 
and banging our heads against a 
fierce, competitive system that can 
produce only a few champions. We 
are hounded by America’s produc­ 
tion system which insists “hurry 
up and buy and pay later.’’ 
We are a migratory civilization, 
losing basic ties with other people. 
We are traveling too fast and too 
often to build strong home life and 
cultivate good friends. We are’ im­ 
patient people, trapped by haste, 
noise and complex problems that 
even the experts can’t understand. 
We sacrifice too much for speed. 
The result: 
A feeling of loneliness, isolation 


in the crowd. We feel our worth 
to others is meager and suffer in­ 
security and, at times, a nagging 
loss of self-respect. 
This leads to defenses; the worse 
we feel the more defense we build. 
Some of us engage in projection, 
blaming others for our misery, dis­ 
torting the meaning of other peo­ 
ple towards us. 
These are the observations of 
Dr. M.W. McCullough, chief psy­ 
chologist for the state’s mental hy- 
iene division, and Dr. John D. 
Porterfield, director of the Depart­ 
ment of Mental Hygiene and Cor­ 
rection. 
Both say problems that disturb 
us most are not the world issues, 
not the atom bomb or world con­ 
ferences.

They say one out of 12 babies born 
today will spend some time of its 
life in a mental hospital. This 
means 20,322 people alone in the 
city of Dayton, according to pres­ 
ent population figures. 
Dr. Porterfield says there is no 
yardstick to measure the number 
of mentally ill today with other 
ages, but points out that the num­ 
ber of admissions to mental hos­ 
pitals steadily rises. 
“We’ve got to keep pace with 
the demand,” he says. 
Ohio’s 101st General Assembly 
agreed to put a 150 million dollar 
bond issue to voters next Novem­ 
ber. Half this sum would be for 
the Department of Mental Hygiene 
and Correction for “ penal, cor­ 
rectional, mental and welfare in- „ 
stitutions.” The rest of the money 
would be spent for other state 
buildings. 
“We’ve spent 60 million dollars 
in the past IO years and still lost 
ground,” Dr. Porterfield says of 
the mental health program. 
He says there is no way to 
avoid more admissions every year 
until “we know how to prevent 
mental illness.” The tough goal 
of the 
mental 
hygiene division 
is to discharge as many people 
each year as are admitted to men­ 
tal hospitals. This must be done, 
Dr. Porterfield says, in the face of 
increasing admissions and a grow­ 
ing state population. 
“We are increasing the rate per 
basic population admission to men­ 
tal hospitals by about 29 per cent 
in the past 15 years. At the same 
time, Ohio increases its population 
about 100,000 a year.” 
The “hopeful” part of the pic­ 
ture, according to Dr. Porterfield, 
is the reduction of the patient 
stay in hospitals. A quicker cure 
and turnover is needed to handle 
others waiting at the door. 
“We’ve got to get competently 
trained staffs to make the turn­ 
over efficiency as good as pres­ 
ent-day knowledge will allow.” Dr. 
Porterfield says. 
He explains that the increasing 
number of admissions does not 
necessarily mean an increase in 
mental illnesses. Increased admis­ 
sions could result from earlier 
recognition of disturbances and a 
more socially accepted attitude to 
admit the ill to hospitals instead 
of keeping them at home in “ the 
spare bedroom.” 
Dr. Porterfield describes the sit- j 
uation as a “ double-barreled job, I 
trying to catch up with the load of 
the past and planning and dis­ 
covering preventative methods for 
the future.”

^that a dog accustomed only to 
city life often has to learn the 
hard way unless he gets extra 
vacation-time attention from his 
master.

A common habit of dogs new to 
the seashore is eating sand and 
gulping salt water. They usually 
vomit the salt water but if they ! 
do not get rid of swallowed sand 
the same way. they should be giv­ 
en repeated doses of mineral oil 
I 
pd plenty of fresh water to drink, 
ut no food, for 24 hours. 
A dog whoso skin is sensitive 
and becomes dry and itchy from 
salt water bathing should bo given 
fresh water rinses until 
he 
be­ 
comes 
acclimated. 
C o n s t a n t 
scratching can also come from 
fleas, ticks or the tiny grass mites 
called chiggers. These mites aren’t 
visible except under a microscope 
but continual scratching from the

ch they produce will make sores 
I the skin.

SPONGING well w'ith water and 
creolin (three teaspoonfuls 
to 
a 
gallon of water) is a simple rem­ 
edy for chiggers. This bath is also 
efficient for removing fleas or, of 
course, patent flea powders can be 
used. Ticks are easily seen cling­ 
ing to the dog’s coat or skin and 
can be picked off by hand. 
^ Although most dogs can swim, 
^11 are not expert, and exhaustion 
or cramps can put even the best 
of aquatic canines in danger of 
drowning. Resuscitation for a dog 
is to hold him up by the hind legs, 
so that the w'ater runs out, then 
lay him on his side and press on 
his ribs slowly with an in and out 
movement.

For hornet or bee stings, apply 
a heavy paste of bicarbonate of 
soda.

Drmkwater sent the first "aircraft flash," that the Wright 
brother* had flown. Today, at 80 plus, he wears the wings of 
the G O C in his lapel and still sends "aircraft flashes.'

C. — "Aircraft 
flash!” 
These words, so common by this 
third anniversary of "Operation 
Skywatch,” are heard dozens of 
times every hour of* every day in 
America. 
Members of the Ground Observer 
corps use the salutation as the 
opening of conversation when they 
report plane sightings ail over the 
country. 
Every time it comes into head­ 
set receivers in the 73 filter cen­ 
ters

United States, it means that the 
ears and eyes, or human part of 
the ever-constant air defense sur­ 
veillance system is on duty and 
alert to America’s danger of air 
attack. 
However difficult it might be to 
pin down who was the first Grounfl 
Observer, because he was first 
known as an outguard, or sentinel, 
or lookout through the centuries, 
it’s easy to put the finger on the 
main who made the first "Aircraft 
Flash" report.

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CONTROL OF ‘BUST’ 
ACCORDING to Fortune 
Magazine’s 
survey of expert opinion, 1955 will not only 
rise 5 per cent to the highest gross nation­ 
al output on record, or $378 billion, but 1956 
will be even better. Next year the U. S. 
will be producing at the rate of $385 bil­ 
lion. This will happen despite well-recog­ 
nized signals which compel a "correction" 
of the boom before December of next year. 
Strong consumer spending for cars and 
homes, for example, will not hold up. Some 
of the present boom is in the building up 
of inventories which will have to be dis­ 
tributed to consumers before more can be 
added. These factors will compel a slower 
pace at some time. Booms last only two 
or three years until recessions c o r r e c t 
them for a fresh start. 
But, according to Fortune, there are 
some built-in features of our e c o n o m y 
which will keep the level high. One is that 
there will almost certainly be tax reduc­ 
tions in the next twelve months. 
Another is that public works will be 
stepped up sharply. Still another is gov­ 
ernment-sponsored overseas investments. 
These, together with the healthy invest­ 
ment of business in its own modernization 
and expansion, will keep the boom going; 
There are so many more factors in the 
economy now than the former ones of sim­ 
ple supply and demand that there are nu­ 
merous alternatives to boom and bust. It 
now seem s possible to hold "bust” off,see, 
what makes him tick and neutralize him. 


READY FOR TOURISTS 
VACATION DAYS are here again, with 
a vengeance, and Americans will take to 
the highways in increasing numbers in the 
weeks ahead. For many, who will return to 
their favorite resorts, or seek new scenes, 
it will be a season of surprises — and not 
altogether happy ones. 
Nearly half the states, as though in an­ 
ticipation of the vacation season, have add­ 
ed new taxes which will add many a dollar 
to the costs of motoring.

These Days 


For many years, it has only too often 
been told ta the American people 
that 
huge amounts of munitions have been sent 
to Nationalist China, which disappeared 
somewhere in Asia. The enemies of Na­ 
tionalist China even repeated the tale that 
the Nationalists sold the American-provid­ 
ed munitions to the Japanese. 
Now comes a curious document out of 
the Morgenthau diaries, a gold mine of 
historic data, made available by the East­ 
land Committee. It is dated September 26, 
1939, 11:15 a. rn. It is transcript of a con­ 
ference at which were Ambassador Hu 
Shih of Nationalist China, then engaged in 
a war against Japan that had 
already 
lasted eight years; Henry Morgenthau, Jr. 
Secretary of the Treasury, and Joseph P. 
Cotton of the Export-Import Bank. Harry 
Dexter White came in later. 
Hu Shih says: 
". . .the French Government forbids Chi­ 
nese munitions, motor cars and gasoline— 
they specified these three things: Chinese 
munitions, motor cars and gasoline—from 
passing through French Indo-China. 
"H. M., Jr. That is serious. 
‘‘Ambassador. That is very serious. One 
of those things we were afraid. . . 
H. M., Jr. They won’t permit what to 
go through*? Munitions? 
"Ambassador. Munitions, motor cars and 
gasoline. . . 
‘Mr. Cotton. These are purchases al­ 
ready made? 
"Ambassador. All purchases already 
made. . . . 
H. M., Jr. Humph!” 
This is one of many instances of the di­ 
version of munitions that were sent to Na- 
tionist China. Other instances have been re­ 
ported to Congressional committees. It 
was the period when Lauchlin Currie was 
in the White House, Harry Dexter White 
in the Treasury, Alger Hiss in the State 
Department. 
Hu Shih does not ask for something for 
nothing. He puts his proposition on a bus­ 
iness basis. He says: 
‘The President 
(Roosevelt) was very 
much interested. He asked about certain 
details. For example, payment of this last 
credit, and I reported that three install­ 
ments had been paid on it. He was very 
much pleased. He said, "That is highly 
complimentary; that alone should be 
a

DIET A N D HEALTH 


Take It Easy, To Avoid 
Getting A Heat Stroke 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
SUMMER Is a season of free­ 
dom, relaxation and fun for most 
of us, but it may also be a season 
of undue stress. 
We tend to work too hard and 
to play too hard. While It’s never 
advisable to do anything to ex­ 
cess, this advice becomes even 
more important during the hot, 
sunny, sultry days which are now 
upon us. 
How the Body Reacte 
I don’t want to spoil your sum­ 
mer fun, but let’s look realistic­ 
ally at what you are up against 
in warm weather. Let’s see how 
your body reacts and what might 
happen if you don’t follow this 
advice. * 
Statistically, your chances of 
dying during the summer are less 
than those in the winter. Gener­ 
ally, death rates in July and Au­ 
gust run about 8.5 per 100.000 
population. The winter peak com­ 
monly runs over IO. 
Over-exertion 
You lower your Individual odds, 
however, by over-exerting your­ 
self In the heat and sun. 
Hard muscular work (this 
means play as well as labor) pro­ 
duces great heat even In a well- 
trained person. You never turn 
more than one-third of the en­ 
ergy you generate into work. The 
other two-thirds are converted 
into heat. 


If you are not well trained—and 
I think this goes for many of you 
who try your hand at strenuous 
summer games—all out IO to 15 
per cent of your food energy is 
lost through heat. 
Now your body has a built-in 
air-conditioning unit—sweating. 
You perspire and as the sweat 
evaporates it cools your body. Any 
condition which hinders this 
evaporation, such as high relative 
humidity, lack of air movement 
and thick, heavy clothing, pre­ 
vents this air-conditioning sys­ 
tem from functioning properly. 
Excess Heat 
That excess heat you are man­ 
ufacturing cannot be regulated 
adequately. Consequently, you are 
apt to become overheated. 
A serious condltfon resulting 
from failure of your heat-regu­ 
lating mechanism is heat stroke, 
or sunstroke.

And if you freeze sandwiches ahead, here are a few do’s and dents: 
For storing less than one week, wrap sandwiches in double thickness of 
waxed paper. For longer periods, use pliofilm, cellophane or aluminum 
foil. Do not store sandwiches for more than one month for the best eat­ 
ing. Keep sandwiches away from freezing surfaces of the freezer to pre­ 
vent sogginess. Any type of bread may be used, but day-old bread is better 
than fresh for frozen sandwiches. Spread bread with butter to prevent 
fillings from soaking bread. 


Avoid such fillings as crisp greens like lettuce, watercress or cucum­ 
bers. Tomatoes, hard-cooked eggs and jelly do not freeze well either. 
Some salad dressings will separate when frozen — so try freezing a sam­ 
ple of your dressing to see if it holds together.

Now, a Golden Holiday 


By DEAN HALLIDAY

IF YOU have been content to 
STow red or black raspberries 
would you be surprised to know 
that now you can have a really- 
truly golden colored berry. 
This new raspberry is called 
Golden Queen because the berries 
this newcomer produces are a 
bright golden yellow when fully 
ripened. The fruit has an unsur­ 
passed, sugary flavor, and because 
of its unusual color makes an 
attractive 
desert 
berry 
when 
» served in combination with either 
^ black or red raspberries. 
Another fairly new berry comes 
In a royal purple color. 
It is 
called the Sodus purple raspberry. 
It w si mtroduced by the New 
York Experimental Station sev­ 
eral years ago. 
The plants of this purple berry 
are strong growers, very produc­ 
tive and very hardy. Sodus ripens 
shortly after Latham. Berries are 


very sweet and suitable for can­ 
ning, preserving or freezing. 
No matter what color raspber­ 
ries you grow, give thought to 
spring pruning of the canes. This 
is best done after all danger of 
winter injury is past. 
If the plants are grown in 
"hedge-row’’ planting, prune out 
broken, diseased or dead canes. 
Then prune the canes four to five 
feet above ground as shown in 
the accompanying Garden Graph. 
This will keep the canes from be­ 
coming top heavy. 
If the plants are grown in 
"hills’’ as shown in the Garden- 
Graph, prune for winter-kill and 
disease. Leave only six to eight 
of the strongest canes in each 
clump. 
After pruning, apply a complete 
fertilizer, such as 5-10-5 or 10- 
20-10. 
After 
this, 
mulch 
the 
plants heavily—6 inches or more 
—with straw, as illustrated.

would like to think, because this 
may have been the last big chance 
for peace, that the Geneva confer­ 
ence was a success and that good 
will come of it. And maybe it will. 
But the realistic fact is that the 
Big 
Four 
meeting 
so far 
has 
proved nothing except that men 
who have been in conflict a long 
time can be polite when they get 
together, if they have a mind to. 
The test of the worth of the 
conference is in the future when 
the big powers have time to do 
something—by 
agreements 
and 
concessions—about what they only 
talked of in Switzerland. 
There were no tangible deeds at 
Geneva. Nothing was settled. Noth­ 
ing was solved. This was neither 
a disappointment nor a surprise. 
The Big 
Four indicated before­ 
hand they expected no final solu­ 
tions in Switzerland. 
Their 
proclaimed 
purpose 
in 
meeting was to look for a path to 
peace 
through 
the 
relationship 
established at Geneva. Any settle­ 
ments, flowing from that relation­ 
ship, would have to be made later. 
All last week the words which 
poured out of Geneva reflected 
almost astonishment that President 
Eisenhower and the Prime Minis­ 
ters, Eden of Britain, Faure of 
France and Bulganin of Russia, 
got along as well as they did. 
It would have been more aston­ 
ishing if they didn't. Even if their 
purpose in going to Geneva had 
been bad instead of good, all four 
men would have had to wear their 
best Sunday m anners anyway. 
Anyone who acted ugly would 
have appeared to the world as an 
enemy of mankind. And in the end 
world opinion, and even opinion 
in their own countries, may tip the 
scales between the West and Rus­ 
sia. 
Eisenhower 
publicly 
acknowl­ 
edged that the test of the confer­ 
ence was not in Geneva but in the 
future. 
So the Big Four, who didn t ex­ 
pect to solve their problems in 
Geneva, and didn’t, dumped them 
back into the laps of their foreign 
ministers, who have been wran­ 
gling over the same problems for 
years. 
They may go on wrangling for 
years over the big ones, like the 
unification 
of 
Germany 
and 
a 
security pact for Europe, unless, 
as a result of Geneva, the big 
powers 
have 
decided 
to 
reach 
agreement. 
That almost certainly would re­ 
quire concessions on both sides. 
More likely any good results from 
Geneva will be far less sensation­ 
al, and quicker, taking the form of 
agreements on smaller problems. 
In time, perhaps a long time, 
smaller agreements might lead to 
big ones.

Man-Made ‘Radar Islands’ to Guard 
East Coast as Part of Defense Net

WASHINGTON—A new concept 
in continental defense Is being 
launched this summer with the 
world's first man-made "radar is­ 
land” erected 
off 
the 
Atlantic 
coast. 
It will be the first steel-and-

permanently - anchored “w atching 
posts” off the United States-Cana- 
da coast from Norfolk, Va., to 
Newfoundland. 
Each base will house from 50 to 
70 Air Force personnel, including 
perhaps a few Navy men, and will 
have its own power generators, 
hospital and recreational facilities, 
maintenance rooms and even a 
helicopter 
airport 
to 
facilitate 
transportation of men and sup­ 
plies. 
The idea behind the project—one 
one of the most challenging scien­ 
tific ventures ever undertaken by 
the federal government—is to help 
guard the nation against surprise 
attack.

TO LEARN whether such bases 
would be constructurally and scien­ 
tifically sound, the Air Force put 
the project in the hands of the 
Lincoln laboratory of the Mass­ 
achusetts Institute of Technology. 
It approved and so did Congress 
which authorized the funds to start 
construction of the first base. 
The Air Force estimates the 
cost for one “radar island” at $5 
million and $10 million. Costly? 
Perhaps. However, this is the part 
of the price that must be paid— 
the current rate of which is 60 
cents out of every tax dollar—for 
America’s total defense buildup. 
The bases to be erected in inter­ 
national waters off the East Coast 
are a small but not insignificant 
segment of the radar networks

BY 1957 it is hoped continental 
air defenses will have reached the 
stage whereby more than 90 per 
cent of an attacking atomic air 
armada can be destroyed before 
making a strike. 
The new off-shore bases will 
play a big role in alerting air and 
ground defenses to any Atlantic 
atack. Their principle purpose will 
be to supplement the jobs of radar 
ships and planes now scanning the 
skies and seas for enemy raiders. 
From the air the bases will look 
like the off-shore oil rigs in the 
Gulf of Mexico. Officials have al­ 


ready dubbed them “Texas Tow­ 
ers.” 
The first “tower” was built In 
a Quincy, Mass., shipyard w’here 
it is being built under the super­ 
vision of the Navy’s Bureau of 
Yarks and Docks. 
Two New York firms, the De- 
Long corporation and the Ray­ 
mond Concrete Pile company, have 
contracted to install the “island” 
on its three steel caissons, or legs, 
87 feet above water level. 
Its 6,000-ton platform w’ill be tri­ 
angular In shape with sides 200- 
feet long, or about two-thirds the 
length of a football field. Its depth 
will be 20 feet There will be two 
main decks. 
On the platform, which like the 
rest of the “island” will be towed 
from Quincy to its site, will be 
three 
ball-shaped 
radar 
domes 
each about the size of an average 
two-story frame house. 
. In these domes with their plane­ 
tarium-like roofs will be the radar 
equipment which will, with the 
men that will operate it, keep 
watch—a lonely, dismal watch for 
something no one hopes will come.

Contemporaneously, it is consid­ 
ered “ not the thing” to be an in­ 
dividualist and robustly obstinate 
about it, if necessary to protect the 
creative spark of personality. But 
clear heads amongst us foresee 
that in centuries to follow ( G o d 
willing), our times will be assayed 
in history as the era of smothering 
mediocrity, in many respects. As 
the century when the inherent hu­ 
man capacity to think and act dy­ 
namically, to show forth ever new 
aspects of the divine economy, was 
temporarily dimmed out in large 
part, by all manner of throttling 
attack 
from 
the 
soggy 
“ mass 
mind,” via its self-appointed vigi­ 
lantes. 
Wise Parent Plans 
As for Lottie’s dilemma, she Is 
becoming the victim of your pro­ 
vincial qocial snobbery, 
as 
you 
try to keep her “ in” with the fast 
young set in your environment — I 
suppose because you regard their 
parents as the ‘right people” 
in 
your agegroup. It is safe to say 
that not all the nice little girls in 
town are partying like mad, in a 
prematurely 
sophisticated 
whirl 
during holidays, and returning to 
school exhausted. 
You are the compulsion factor 
in Lottie’s experience. She has the 
way-of-life you provide her — the 
school, the family friends, the so­ 
cial pulls that you deem “ prefer­ 
able” (for your own reasons). And 
she can’t happily and successfully 
fight the fast current in w h i c h 
you’ve launched her. But a wise 
parent elects, far in advance, as 
best he can, the social influences 
that will play upon his child, par­ 
ticularly during adolescence—when 
the child’s development inexorably 
requireshim to become allied with 
the group, as versus the nest. 
Your values need overhauling. 
And as interim help for Lottie, get 
away from town in a family group 
during holidays—to give her the 
benefit of travel and appropriate 
new ventures, wherewith to match 
the social v a i n g l o r y of her 
“ friends” when classes resume.

WASHINGTON — It Isnt often 
that you And a prominent historian 
swimming around in undersea div­ 
ing gear, exploring the wrecks of 
sunken ships, but Mendel L. Peter­ 
son, acting curator of history of 
the world-famous Smithsonian In­ 
stitution, isn't the usual run of 
historian. 
Peterson is busy adding to our 
store of knowledge about the ships 
that once plied our southern coasts 
in search of gold and treasure. 
During the summers for the past 
five years he’a been carrying on a 
unique undersea exploration. 
In connection with E. A. Link, 
an 
aviation 
executive who de­ 
veloped the famous Link trainer 
which has helped teach tens of 
thousands of pilots how to fly, 
Peterson has been exploring the 
Florida straits for the wrecked re­ 
mains of English, Spanish and 
Dutch ships which have gone to 
the bottom centuries ago in the 
struggle for domination of the in­ 
fant 
American 
continent. 
The 
Smithsonian now has many of the 
objects they've recovered on spe­ 
cial exhibition. 
While 
digging 
for 
pieces-of- 
eight under the coral reefs of the 
Florida coast in the presence of 
ouch unpleasant critters as sharks, 
b a r r a c u d a and moray eels might 
seem pretty dangerous to you and 
m e, 
historian Peterson declared 
that it is safer than walking across 
a busy street. 


• 
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WHAT DOES a wrecked ship 
look Uke? You'U be surprised at 
Mr. Peterson’s answer: 
“The underwater shipwreck of 
popular Action usually Ues Usting 
to me side, hull intact, masts 
erect, moss streaming from the 
rigging and perhaps even a skele­ 
ton at the wheel," Peterson smiles. 
“In real life it isn’t Uke that at 
all. The wreck of a wooden ship 
over IOO years of age la marked 
only 
by 
coral—or 
sand-covered 
metal objects, all exposed timber 
having long since been destroyed 
by shipworm! 
"Even metal Is very hard to 
recognize from a wrecked ship be­ 
cause after a few years in the sea 
water oft the Florida Key* It’s 
covered with a natural coral ce­ 
ment." 
How does (me find a wrecked 
ship? 
“Actually there are two ways 


to identify 
a 
shipwreck 
site," 
Peterson says. “First an uniden­ 
tified shipwreck may be found. Ob­ 
jects from it are salvaged and its 
definite location established. That's 
the easy way. 
“The other way is to go about 
finding its location from documents 
or chart* which describe it Then 
we try to locate it, using elec­ 
tronic equipment."

“Shipwreck hunting has been 
made a lot easier by modern sci­ 
ence," Peterson declares. 
“Some 
of the things we use ars mag­ 
netometers, which can detect the 
presence of iron beneath coral and 
sand several feet thick. These are 
so good they can even locate iron 
in depths of water up to 40 feet. 
That’s way deep enough because 
shipwrecks are almost always in 
shallow 
water. 
If 
the 
water 
weren’t shallow, there wouldn’t be 
any wreck. 
“Electronic 
detectors, 
sonar, 
fathometers, and other naviga­ 
tional aids Uke Loran help us lo­ 
cate the hulks of wrecked ships 
and obtain exact fixes on ship­ 
wreck sites.”

PETERSON and Link operate 
from

equipped, 
65-ton 
Diesel ship, the Sea Diver, special­ 
ly equipped with electronic gear to 
track down wrecks 
By bringing to the surface hun­ 
dreds of salvageable objects from 
these wrecks, they hope to iden­ 
tify scores of old ships which have 
disappeared mysteriously.

way, they beUeve they can throw 
a clearer light on the early mari­ 
time and naval history of -the 
United States Link is underwrit­ 
ing all expenses of the project.

CINCINNATI m — A pilot crash­ 
landed his aircraft on a small 
private lake Sunday northeast of 
Cincinnati. What amazed him most, 
said uninjured Carl Minion, 30, was 
the way fishermen on the lake 
shore kept right on casting and 
reeling as if airplanes plummeted 
into the lake every hour. 


You need not go to Arizona to 
prove that the landscape about us 
is old. 
There may be some rock ex­ 
posed in 
the 
Grand 
Canyon, j 
which you cannot 
see 
in

Hocking County caves, but 
at 
Cantwell, 
Roekhouse, 
Conkers 
Hollow, Old Man’s Cave or at 
Ash Cave are rocks which are 
quite 
ancient—most 
of 
them 
more than 
300 
million 
years 
old. 
Yes—this part of the country, in 
which we live, really had its ups 
and doM m s. From 420 to 200 rn Il­ 
ion years ago the bed rock of 
Ohio was deposited. It was dur­ 
ing this period of time, when the 
area had alternate elevations and 
sinkings—when the land sank, the 
sea would 
overflow 
and 
there 
would be a deposition of the rock 
material, carried by *he great ri­ 
vers which emptied into this sea. 
Rock from the highlands, which 
had been weathered by 
nature’s 
forces, was carried by the running 
streams and emptied into tile quiet 
waters. The heavier materials set­ 
tled near the shores, the finer ma­ 
terials were carried a little farth­ 
er out, while the mmerals, which 
had actually been dissolved in the 
water, could be found everywhere. 
See how mother nature sorted the 
material?

AS A RESULT, there were beds 
of sandstone here, and 
beds 
of 
clay there, and even the minerals 
which were in solution, were pre­ 
cipitated and collected in beds and 
eventually 
became 
solids. 
Our 
great 
limestone 
deposits 
were 
formed in the latter manner. 
So—at the bottom of our sea, 
the different forms of sediment 
were cemented together by the en­ 
ormous pressure of the sediment 
accumulating and the fathoms of; 
water above this. The 
beds 
of 
quartz sand became 
sandstone, 
the clay became shale and, should 
there be pebbles rn the sand, the 
rock so formed la called conglo­ 
merate. 
Yes—the rocks you see in our 
Hocking Caves 
started 
to form 
about 420 million years ago, when 
the region was invaded by the sea 
and the deposition of sedimentary 
rock began. It took over 200 mil­ 
lion years to get the job done. 
The great depression, 
which 
took in the area which is now 
Ohio, is called the Appalachian 
Trough. It ran in a north south 
direction and covered the east­ 
ern part of North America. 


We can still see some of the con- 
taming walls of this great sea in 
the highlands 
of 
igneous 
rock, 
known as the Canadian 
Shield, 
stretching across Canada as far 
west as Lake Superior. The east­ 
ern 
wall 
entended, 
north 
and 
south, along what 
Is 
now 
the 
present 
Atlantic 
Seaboard—now 
called by geologists, “ The Appal­ 
achia.” 
Most of these highlands along 
the Atlantic coast have disappear­ 
ed, though there are still masses 
of granite rock along parts of the 
coast, especially along the State of 
Maine.

BLACK HAND sandstone, form­ 
ed during tile Mississippian period 
of the Paleozoic era of our geo-1 
logic 
timetable, 
makes 
up 
the J 
great cliffs 
and 
gorges 
of our 
Hocking Parks. In composition, it I 
runs from a rather coarse sand- j 
stone to a pebbly conglomerate 
and varies from 50 to 200 feet in 
thickness. It also varies in color, j 
due to the presence of iron oxides. t 
In many places, 
especially 
in 
the center of the formations, can 
be seen ripples and bands of the 
cross 
beds 
and 
slumps. 
These 
places were much softer in com-1 
position 
and 
more 
susceptible 
to weathering and erosion—hence 
the great caves, gorges and wat­ 
erfalls in our nearby scenic region. 
Why is the rock of the Hocking 
County State Park called “ Black I 
Hand?” According to legend, the 
Licking River, east of 
Newark, j 
flowed 
through 
two 
precipitous j 
cliffs of this sandstone formation— 
the gorge having been formed by 
the reversal of a stream in gla­ 
cial times. 
On the face of one of these 
cliffs was a painted black hand, 
said to have been the work of 
the early Indians, who were In 
this region in great numbers, be­ 
cause of the proximity of Flint 
Ridge, to which the Indians from 
everywhere went for their flint 
to make their tools gnd weapons.
